Cancer Society Announces Gifts to Aid Research
The American Cancer So­ 

ciety today announced grants 
of 'more than $150,000 to 1 
Southern California Universi­ 
ties, Medical' Centers and 
Hospitals for continuing re­ 
search in the battle against 
cancer.

Largest single grant, 
$43,829. went to Renato Dul- 
becco, M.D;, Professor of Bio­ 
logy at Cai Tech, to support 
a study of tumor producing 
viruses. Dr. Dulbecco, re­ 
ceived his M.D. degree at the 
University of Torino, Italy, in 
IH.'KJ and has been on the In­ 
stitute staff since 1040. He is 
now in the second year of a 
five years study to tumor 
viruses.

By understanding the exact 
mechanisum of virus action 
in causing malignancy,, it is 
anticipated that therapeutic 
and preventive measures 
against the onset of cancer 
will be aided.
